2. Claim 8, line 1 , delete "any one of claims 5 to 7" and insert therein -claim 7-. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, with respect to 
independent claims 1 and 5, none of the prior art either alone or in combination disclose 
or teach of the claimed glasses lens chucking jig mounting system or method for 
determining a glasses lens chucking jig mounted position specifically including, as the 
distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations, the loading table 
permitting plural types of holding means to be disposed within an aperture, determining 
the type of holding means disposed on the loading table on the basis of an image of the 
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inside of the aperture picked up by an image pickup means and determining a loading 
position of the chucking jig on the glasses lens disposed in a frame replacement lens 
holder on the basis of the image of the inside of the aperture picked up by the image 
pickup means.
